When u.r}'ested by Sher-
iff Miller he succeeded in breaking the
bottle containing the evidence, An
bottle with a few drops of hooch in
it was found but this evaporated be-
fore the trial and the case was dig-
mizsed. The officers say that they are
ulso nequainted with Boyd.
